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The article which follows was deliv- 
ered as a talk by Mr. Fry at the NER- 
SICA Built-Up Roofing Forum. In the 
estimation of the editors of American 
Roofer & Siding Contractor it is the fin- 
est case history of a contractor's own 
success with mechanization to be given 
up to the present time. It was a high 
spot of a particularly outstanding For- 
um. 

NERSICA has available a limited num- 
ber of transcripts of the entire forum at 
$5 a copy.

(NERSICA Built-Up Roofing Forum was 
held in Chicago, March 14, 15 and 16, 
1955). Mr. Fry entered the roofing busi- 
ness in 1948. He came into it from the in- 
surance business. Although his time in 
the business is short, he has built a 
reputation as a contractor with the 
“know-how.” His first reaction to roofing 
was that application methods were anti- 
quated. He set about to change this by 
making his operations as mechanized as 
possible. 

He has applied a great number of large 
jobs. His office records have been estab- 
lished to prove the profit and quality val- 
ues of mechanization in applying a bond- 
ed roof. 


E have been in business eight 
years. I entered the business from 
the insurance field where aggressive- 
ness and modern methods are the key- 
note of all operations. I must admit 
that I was adversely impressed with the 
antiquated methods and slip-shod pro- 
cedures that were followed in the built- 
up roofing business. From this impres- 
sion developed my inquiring turn of 
mind for more effective methods and 
mechanized equipment

Covering production, 
we owners can come here and see this 
equipment, find out what it will do, and 
buy it; but unless we maintain an ade- 
quate employee training program none 
of it is going to amount to much.

by a gasoline hoist which was on the 
ground 

So strong was the staging installa- 
tion that it withstood the effects of 
Hurricane Hazel quite readily. Steel 
beams were put through narrow slots 
in the tower windows and the stagings 
were hooked on to the beams. 

During the course of the work a 
great deal of sand and cement was 
applied to the spaces between the 
blocks. This material was sealed in 
with a total of about 100 gallons of 
silicone type waterproofing 

During the four months that the job 
took, between four and seven men 
worked on it. Mr. Hayes and Mr 
Coffey themselves undertook some of 
the more dangerous assignments on the 
job. Their crews received premium 
pay while working on the monument 
The job was begun in June, 1954, and 
completed in September

Thirteen years later it was found pref 
erable to melt the asphalt before coat 
ing the base fabric 

For half a century all sorts of com 
binations of materials were tested 
Near the end of the 19th century, as 
phalt roofing began to be made of a 
tough felt base saturated with water 
proofing asphalt 


Later, when asphalt roofing began 
to be made in shingle form, mineral 
granules—little bits of stone—were 


used as a surfacing material
